Their immediate 
problem was how to promote reial 
intercourse between the Free State and in, 
Could Free State farmers and manufacturers 
find an outlet for their products, and in 
1eturn offer reciprocal advantages to Spain! 
They must face the fact that Spain had 
been for years one of the most hi y pro- 
tected countries in Europe, and let them not 
cverlook that in the short pefiod of this 
country’s existence as an independent State 
it had moved far in the same direction. 

More deadly to international trade than 
tariffs had béen the fashioning of the new 
weapon of quotas, of which both the Spanish 
Government and our own made very effective 
use, in common with many other Govert- 
ments, to hamper and even destroy the 
interchange of commodities between one 
country and another. Under these conditions 
it appeared to him that there was little 
hope at the present time for the individual 
manufacturer to begin an export trade with 
Spain. 

There remained the possibility of Govern- 
ment action, such as was exemplified by the 
Trade Agreement between the Irish Free 
State and Spain, but that provided only for 
a very limited range of commodities, and 
did not necessarily demand any special 
enterprise on the part of producers or 
exporters on either side, beyond taking care 
that the quality and packing were such that 
the public would not refuse to buy, 

In a recent trip to the Canary Islands he 
learned that there was there a very consider- 
able market for seed potatoes, and if there 
were a surplus available in this country, the 
Government might arrange to grant an in- 
creased quota for the import of Canary 
tomatoes and bananas in exchange for 
equivalent facilities for the export of seed 
potatoes to the Canary Islands. 


NEED FOR NEW MARKETS 


Mr. Ambrose Martin said that if this new 
country had done so much as it had acconr- 
plished in the last couple of years in estab- 
lishing trade connection with Spain in the 
face of all the difficulties, then it should be 
able to increase the intercourse a hundred. 
fold. That was why it was important for 
traders to get together. 

They could not leave it to officials to 
direct their commerce. It was impossible fur 
a country to hve isolated; they must look 
for expansion, and it was necessary for 
traders to see whether, by united effort, 
they could not overcome difficulties in the 
way. It had been thought that it was im- 
ossible to develop their egg trade with 
Spain, vet last. year they had sold 120,000 
cases of eggs to Spain. If they could succeed 
so well with perishable goods, they ought, 
with the assistance of the Irish Chamber of 
International Trade, to place many other 
articles on that and other markets. 

They were facing a new era, and were 
being forced along a new road. ‘They must 
look for markets. They could not have the 
old market. Leaving all politics aside, 
if it suited England, she would 
buy this country’s goods, and, if it did not 


suit her she would not; so they must look. 


beyond the seas and develop their fleets. 
There were certain restrictions in Spain that 
were hindering trade. A Spanish representa- 
tive had been sent here by his Government 
in order that those restrictions might be re- 
moved, and they could face the future with 
better hope that they would soon have a trade 
agreement. that would make it possible for 
these two nations to be strong, helpful, 
economic friends to one another. 

Mr. Erskine Childers supported the motion, 
and the vote of thanks was cordially adopted.

FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The part-heard appeal in the case of the 
Howth Estate Company against Mr. W. J. 
Davis, Inspector of Taxes, was taken up. 
This was an appeal on behalf of Mr. Davis 
from a judgment of the High Court in favour 
of the Howth Estate Company in relation to 
the taxation of the company’s profits. 

The company had brought -an appeal “o 
the ‘High Court by way of a special case 
stated by the Commissioners for the Special 
Purposes of the Income Tax Acts from a 
decision of the Inspector of Taxes. 

The company, it appeared, derived its in- 
come mainly from rents from landed pro- 

rty, but it received interest and dividends 
rom stocks and shares also. In respect of 
its landed property it paid tax or suffered 
tax by deduction. It also paid in respect 
of lands in its occupation, and the amount of 
its income from interest and dividends on 
stocks and shares received without deduction 
of Saorstat Eireann income tax was charged 
to tax under Schedule D of the Income Tax 
Act, 1918. The company contended that, if 
account must be taken of the receipts frem 
its landed property, such receipts should be 
taken to be the amounts of the Schedule A 
assessments as reduced for the ae ol 
collection, and not the amounts of the rents 
arising from the properties; and_ that 
g ta” in@Section 33 (1) (a) of the In- 
come Tax Act, 1918, so far as they are 
deriyed from property in lands, tenements 
and hereditaments, must be taken to be the 
annual value thereof, as defined for the pur 
pose of Schedule A. “The refusal of the reliet 
provided by this section would mean that 
they would be paying income tax on. income 
which is not taxable at all. 

The Inspector of Taxes contended that it 
is necessary to bring into computation the 
actual amount of all income or revenue, with- 
out regard to the schedules or cases under 
which it is chargeable. 

The company appealed to the Special Com- 
missioners, who decided that the actual 
amount of all incomings and outgoings In 
connection with the property held by the 
company should be brought into account, 
notwithstanding that the liability of. the 
company to income tax under Schedule A 
in respect of its property is measured by 
the annual value of the property. 


TWO APPEALS 


The company: then appealed to the High 
Court, and the High Court having decided 
against the finding of the Special Com- 
missioners, the Inspector of Taxes appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

When the appeal had been partly ,opened 
in the Supreme Court that Court directed 
that, having regard to the apparent incon- 
sistencies in five paragraphs of the case 
stated, the case stated should be remitted 
to the Special Commissioners to be amended 
by their stating on what facts they found 
that the company was “a company whose 
business consists mainly in the making of 
investments,’ and the principal part of whose 
income is derived therefrom.”’ 

The hearing now was resumed on a supple- 
mental case stated by the Special. Com- 
missioners. In this supplemental case stated 
the Special Commissioners indicated that at 
the hearing of the appeal by them no question 
was raised whether the appellant —— was 
a company whose business consisted mainly on 
the making of investments, and the principal! 
part of whose income was derived therefrom. 
The hearing of the appeal proceeded on the 
basis that the company was such a company, 
and their finding that it was such a company 
was stated by them on a fact which was ad- 
mitted, ‘No question in reference to this 
matter was raised until the case came before 
the Supreme Court. 

Counsel on behalf of the company sub- 
mitted that the company was a company 
carrying on business within the meaning of 
Section 33 of the Income Tax Act, 1918, ‘and 
contended that a company such as the ap- 
pellant company, which makes and con- 
tinuously holds investments, as opposed to a 
finance company, is within the provisions of 
the section. 

On behalf of the Inspector of Taxes these 
contentions were resisted, and his counsel 
submitted that the section applied only to 
companies carrying on a business the main 
activities of which were the investment of 
money, and the principal part of whose in- 
come was derived from such activities, and 
that it did not apply to a company whose 
object was the holding of lands and the re- 
ceiving of rents therefrom. The main 
activities of the appellant company were not 
the investing of money or the making of in- 
vestments. 

The Special Ccmmissioners determined that 
the company made investments by purchas 
ing from Julian C. Gaisfort St. Lawrence his 
fee-simple in the Howth estate and his life 
interest in property in Wiltshire, and in in- 
vestments, and by subsequently purchasing 
from his eldest son his life interest in re- 
mainder in the Wiltshire property, and in 
investments; that the consideration for the in- 
vestments made by the company was shares 
in the company and the payment of an an- 
nuity to the vendor; that the company 
carried on the business of holding investments 
and receiving the income therefrom; that the 
company was a company whose business con- 
sisted mainly in the making of investments with- 
in the meaning of Section 33 (1) of the Income 
Tax Act, 1918; and that the principal part 
of the income tax of the company was de- 
rived from such investments. 

The question for the Court was whether 
the Special Commissioners were right in their 
determination. 

The hearing had net concluded when the 
Court rose. : : 
Mr. McCann, K.C. and Mr. Geraghty (in- 
structed by Mr. B. Collins), appeared for the 
appellant; and Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. 
E. J. Walsh {instructed by Messrs. Reeves 
and Sons), for the respondents.

To-day at Wicklow Dr. C. E. MacLysaght, 
Medical Inspector, Local Government Depart- 
ment, opeifed a sworn inquiry into complaints 
regarding the treatment of patients im the 
County os Hospital, Wicklow. 

Mr. Everett, T.D., said that he intended, 
as he had asked for the inguiry, to have the 
right to ask questions of the various WIL- 
nesses. He wanted to ask necessary ques- 
tions to justify asking for the bui; and 
he reserved the right as the local member. 

Inspector— You are represented here by the 
solicitor to the Board of Health. 

Mr. Everett said that he had heard so many 
complaints and rumours tha’ he would be in 
a position to ask witnesses some very im- 
portant questions. at 

Mr. Cullen, solicitor for Dr. O'Connor, 
M.O.H., said that Mr, Everett haw been a 
member of the committee who. investigated 
the complaints, and it would be an unpre- 
cedented course for him to ask leave to cross- 
examine the same witnesses. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh, solicitor for ‘the head 
nurse and matron, said that he would strongly 
object to the introduction of fresh charges, as 
suggested by the remarks of Mr. Everett. 

Teapactor (to Mr. Everett)—Any questions 
you have to ask you just put them through 
me, but you cannot cross-examine the wit- 
nesses. ' 

James Carroll, New street, Wicklow, 
stated that three of his children were taken 
into the County Fever Hospital, two girls and 
a boy, aged respectively 35 and 2 years 
4 months, suffering from diphtheria, in 
January last; the two girls died. In conse- 
quence of what he heard as to the treatment 
of his children he asked for the investigation. 

Mrs. Mary Brien, a temporiry wardsmaid, 
stated that she went into the ward and found 
May Costello holding Norah Carroll, who 
wasoutofher bed and in a dying condition. 
Miss O'Neill, head nurse, came in and asked 
why did not someone call her, and as they 
recited the Rosary the child died. A week 
later Hetty Carroll died, and for the week 
previous she had been running about the 
ward in her bare feet. On the next Sunday 
morning she saw James Carroll ir his night- 
down the corri- 
dor to the lavatory, and called the attention 
of the permanent wardsma‘d (Bridget Tyrrell) 
to him. Nurse Drumm, who was in the 
ward, shouted out- ' 1t is all right, Mrs. 
Brien; he is going to the black hole for 
wag Í bold.” On the following Sunday even- 
ing Nurse O'Neill slapped James, and when 
he would not stop crying she carried him to 
the lavatory, shut the door on him, left him 
there a while, then opened the door, took 
him in her arms, slapped him and put him 
to bed. 

Nurse O'Neill left to go out to tea at 5.50. 
As there was no other nurse on duty, wit- 
ness called the night nurse, Nurse Keegan, 
who did not come on duty till 6.30, and 
witness attended to the patients. It was the 
custom every morning and evening, she said, 
to skim the milk to have the cream for the 
nurses, as the permanent wardsmaids always 
did it. Witness; did so, too, when doing 
her duty, and had not received instructions 
to do so. One day Miss O’Neill told Bridget 
Tyrrell to skim the milk, and when the two 
extra nurses came she bought a larger jug 
to hold more cream. 


“A WHITE-LIVERED DOG ” 


In cross-examination by, Mr. O hUadhaigh, 
the witness said that she had never reported 
those matters, and would not have told about 
Norah Carroll only that Mrs. Kennedy, sister 
to Mr. Carroll, came and attacked her about 


it. As a result of hearing avout the rumours, 
Miss O'Neill brought her before Mrs. 
Kennedy and her daughter, Kathleen, whu 
was also a patient, and Kathleen denied tell- 
img her mother. Miss O'Neill sacked her 
that evening, calling her a ‘“ white-livered 
dog.” She admitted it would be hard to 
watch children from getting out of bed. 

To Mr. Cullen—Nurse Drumm had not 
spoken crossly, and she did not think James 
Carroll was frightened. 

Mr. Cullen-—Did you see anything wrong 
in it? Witness—I did not think it was 
proper treatment for a child that had diph- 
theria. 

What would you do?—I would not do that 
with a child. 

By Mr. O hUadhaigh—Skimming the milk 
was robbing the patients, but she did not 
report it, though she had her own tea in 
the hospital. 

May Costello said that on the 17thsJanuary. 
when Norah Carroll took bad, Miss O'Neill 
brought her a drink, talked to her, visited 
all the a in the ward, and had only 
left a few moments when witness noticed 
Norah Carroll trving to get out of bed. She 
went to her, and, lifting her back to bed, 
told Monica Duggan to call for Miss O'Neill. 

Replying to Mr. O hUadhaigh, she said 
that the treatment of patients in her ward 
had been very good, the nurses had been 
attentive, and the milk was ‘‘ lovely.” 

The inquiry adjourned. 


COACH TOURS IN IRELAND

In an article on coach tours in Ireland, the 
Leyland Journal says that since 1931 the 
G.8S.R. have been running their extended 
tours, at first as the Irish Omnibus Com- 
pany, and now under their own name, since 
the two became merged. The tours are con- 
fined to the Insh Free State, all-Ireland tours 
being handled by Thomas Cook, who operate 
them with Leylands hired from the G.8.R. 
Every year siuce 1931, when the tour was a 
novelty, the number of passengers carried by 
the G.S.R. has increased. 

As much care is exercised in the selection 
of drivers as of couriers, because, if the 
courier is the skipper of the ship, the driver 
is a responsible “mate.” He is taken off 
regular service veliicles when he has proved 
himself on that work as a likely man ix the 
job. By now every tours driver is nearly as 
experienced as the couriers, and is capable 
of answering most incidental questions put 
to him by passengers, even though he is not 
capable of actually ‘giving them a lecture, 
The company insist that every driver picked 
must also have sufficient mechanical knowledge 
to handle repair jobs on the journey, a 
though in practite they have never had a 
breakdown or accident on the tours since 
they started.

VERDICT OF 
“NOT GUILTY” 
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ABRUPT END TO 
MURDER TRIAL 


JURY HEARS NO 
EVIDENCE FOR DEFENCE

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markable fashion yesterday. Before 

any evidence for the defezce had been 
called, the jury, after a short retirement, 
brought in a verdict of “ not guilty,” and 
the accused men were discharged. 

The case had entered on its eighth’ day of 
hearing. Four young men, James J. Rey- 
nolds and John Reynolds (brothers), of 
Currycramp, Dromod; William Maulligan, 
Ward’s terrace, Longford, and John Shanley, 
Dromod, were charged with the murder of 
Mr. Richard More O’Ferrall (22), at his 
father’s home, Lisard House, Edgeworths- 
town, on February 9 last. 

On the previous day the prosecution had 
concluded their case, and Mr. Alec Lynn and 
Mr. Art O’Connor had addressed the jury for 
about three hours. It had been proposed to 
call one of the witnesses for the. defence 
later, but the Court decided to wait until 
yesterday morning. Mr. Justice Meredith 
took his seat on the bench about 10.45, and 
immediately the foreman of the jury passed 
down a letter to him. The Judge read it, 
and then announced that the jury were 
anxious to retire for a few minutes. Mr. 
Justice Meredith then left the bench, but 
after a short interval the foreman returned, 
and, the Judge having been recalled, the 
Registrar informed him that the jury desired 
the indictment bili. This was handed to 
the foreman, who then returned to his col- 
leagues in the jury room. 

After about seven minutes, the jury again 
came into the court. The foreman was 
about to pass down.the indictment bill when 
Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that, while 
he did not know their decision, he hoped that 
they had considered the matter very 
seriously. It seemed a very serious thing, 
he said, that they should come to a decision 
before hearing the accused men, who were 
to go into the witness box that morning, and 
the prosecution had not an opportunity of 
examining them. Of course, if they were 
determined on a decision, they had a right to 
bring it in ‘‘ Have you considered that 
aspect of the case’? ” he asked. 

Foreman— We have considered it carefully 
my lord.

“NOT GUILTY ” 


The foreman handed down the findings of 
the jury. They were read by the Registrar 
(Mr. O’Connor), and stated that the accused 
men had been found “' not guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, now that 
the jury had come to a decision, he must 
say that he was feeling very great difficulty 
in the case. He would have gone through 


ithe matter very carefully, and would have 


pointed out a great deal that could have, been 
said for the defence, One matter had struck 
him: in regard to the circumstantial evidence. 
It was the only link connecting the accused 
men with the murder. That was the motor 
car which had no tai] light. He could see 
nothing else connecting the accused men with 
the case from the point of view of the cir- 
cumstantial evidence. They had the 
evidence of a Guard that he had seen a 
motor car coming back from Carrick-on- 
Shannon with no tail light. That was the 
link in the chain in the whole circumstantial 
evidence. Without that evidence there was 
nothing to connect Shanley. He might say 
that he would be inclined to agree with their 
decision, and he would like the jury to know 
that he understood the position they were in. 
and that he agreed with them. . 

Mr. Justice Meredith then dealt with the 
identification parade. He said that he recog- 
nised the way in which an identification grew 
‘n one’s mind. No one would question the 
ladies who had given their, evidence. . They 
had displayed courage, and they had 
genuinely believed what they thought they 
saw, 

Mr, Justice Meredith then said that the 
accused men cculd be discharged. 


A FURTHER CHARGE 


Mr. Maguire said that there was a further 
charge against the accused men, but he took 
the responsibility of agreeing to the dis- 
charge. 

Mr. O'Connor, the Registrar, said that 
there were seven men concerned in the 
second charge, which was one of conspiracy. 

Mr. Maguire—I have not been instructed 
in that matter. 

The four men then left the dock, and were 
conducted by their friends outside the court, 
As they were leaving in a motor car there 
was cheering from a section of the crowd 
which had congregated outside. 

The counsel in the case were:—Mr, M. 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin Haugh (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) for the 
prosecution; Mr. Albert Wood, K.C.; Mr, 
Art O'Connor, and Mr. Alec Lynn (instructed 
by Mr. G. P. Hogan, of Messrs, Lehane and 
Hogan) for the defence. 

At the last trial in July the hearing 
occupied ten days, and the jury had dis- 
agreed. The. accused men were arrested last 
March, and had been in custody since. 
Throughout the period of the second trial at 
Green street there was a. strong force of 
Guards in and around the courthouse, and 
people attempting to gain admission were 
closely questioned. 


A CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


Later in the evening the Court sat again, 
and a nolle prosequi was entered in the case 
of Michael Ferguson, Hugh Devine and 
Michael Kelly, of Longford, who were 
charged with conspiracy in connection with 
the murder of Mr, Richard O’Ferrall on 
February 9. They were accordingly dis- 


charged. 


Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), appeared for the State, said that, 
having regard to the verdict of the jury in 
the major charge against the four men, ho 
had taken instructions from the Attorney- 
General, aud he now entered a nolle Grosequi. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that seemed to 
be the only course to take. The present posi- 
tion was that the perpetrators of that terrible 
crime, whoever they might be, were still at 
large, and he did not. think that there was 
any prospect of them being brought to justicc, 
except the Guards, who seemed to have done 
everything, received more  whiole-hearted 
support Of course, he did not know the 
extent of the assistance that they had re- 
ceived: but, after hearing the evidence in the 
case, he certainly could not‘ avoid the con- 
clusion that such assistance as might be ex- 
pected was not forthcoming to the Guards.

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Butler's Centenary 


Samuel. Butler 


Ond hundred years ago this month 
Samuel Butler, one of the most remark-* 
able and original writers of the nineteenth 
century, was born at Langham Rectory, 
near |[Bingham, Nottingham. At the age 
of eleven young Butler was sent to school 
at Alllersley, Coventry, and two years 
later| to Shrewsbury public school, so 
faithfully described in his famous novel, 
“The Way of All Flesh.”” In 1854 
Butler took up residence at St. John's 
Colleve, Cambridge. It was intended that 
he should be ordained as a clergyman, but 
he réfused Orders owing to certain reli- 
gious! scruples, and left for New Zealand 
to take up sheep-farming in 1859. For 
five vears Butler worked assiduously on 
his vameh, with the result that he was 
enabled to retire from it in 1864 and 
return to England, having doubled his 
original capital of £4,000. On his arrival 
in Londen he rented three rooms and a 
pantty in the house No. 15 ¢ lifford s Inn, 
where he lived for thirty-eight years. 
While in New Zealand Butler became 
interested in scientific and philosophical 
matters threugh reading Darwin's “Origin 
of Species,” but on his return to England 
he took up painting, and exhibited about 
a doken pictures at the Royal Academy. 
Soon| however, he returned to philosophy 
and wrote ‘‘ Erewhon,”’ a Utopian study, 
partly founded on his experiences in New 
Zealdud. This famous book was refused 
by Chapman and Hall, on the advice of 
George Meredith, but was eventually pub- 
lished by the author at his own expense. 
His | other works inelude ‘ Life and 
Habit ’? (1877), “ Unconscious Memory si 
(1880), and ‘* Erewhon Revisited ”’ (1901). 
‘The Wav of All Flesh” was published 
after, his death. 


An Unusual Character 


To some people Samuel Butler’s way of 
life may seem eccentric, yet nobody had a 
greater contempt for eranks of all kinds. 
One lof the most methodical of men, his 
life at Clifferd’s Inn was based on a 

ins time-table which hardly ever 
varied, Although a prolific writer him- 
self, he kept few books, and did most of 


anaes his writing in the British Museum, For 


what he-ealled ‘ professionalism '"' in art, 
literature and science he had nothing but 
scorn In one well-known passage he 
lannehed an attack on Pater, Newman, 
Stevenson, and other writers who exalted 
stvle’’ as a literary quality to be desired 
on its own account, apart from subject- 
matter. Butler's theory was that the 
writer who knows his subject thoroughly 
will present it naturally, in the clearest 
and jmost fercible manner, without being 
any way concerned with the presenta- 
‘His own prose is as clear and direct 
wift’s. He was not only a master of 
the ironic method, but also an incorrigibie 
mischief-maker, who loved te torment 
é thos¢ in whem he saw any sign of com- 
| placdney or self-esteem. Utterly opposed 
t to the meehanistic philosophy of the 
Victorian era, he was one of the first to 
vdvopate the idea of life as a continuity, 
which has since been developed by Bergson 
and pthers. More than any other writer, - 
he is the direct literary parent of George 
Reryard Shaw, who has successfully ex- 
panded many of his themes. Apart from 
| philgsophy and painting, Butler was also 

| i a musician and an enthusiastic admirer of 
| | Haniel. A professed lover of Italy, it 
was during a visit to that country that he 
the chill which led to his death 
on the 18th June, 1902. 


An Unanswerable ‘Retori 


A cood example of Samuel Butler s 
trenchant common-sense is provided by the 
argument between the curate and the 
tinker in “ The Way. of All Flesh.”

Che Geminids 


The Geminids are the most noteworthy 
meteor shower in December, being mostly 
in evidence between the 11th and 14th, 
and have their variant near the bright 
star Castor in Gemini. Other constella- 
tions also furnish meteors, especially 
Ursa Major, and oceasionaily Leo Minor. 
On the morning of the ilth there is a 
maximum before one o’clock, and another 
large one at 7.45, which will be visible 
only to observers an the other side of the 
Atlantic, but other maxima fall later on 
the same day, at 4,20 and 10 p.m., which 
will be visible here or to the east. The 
llth is one of the most important days 
in the month, The 13th is jdistinghishe 
also by a good deal of meteoric intensity, 
haying maxima about 1 a.m. and 3.30 
a.m. ; while on the following evening there 
is a well defined maximum at 7.50, which 
falls under favourable conan as re- 
gards the absence of moonlight. On the 
night of the 14th there is a secondary 
maximum at 8.50. Among other maxima 
in the latter part of the month there is 
one on the 16th at 7.15 p.m., and also on 
the 19th at 9.55 p.m. The night of the 
22nd gives a maximum at 10,30, and the 
24th at 9.50.

Nova Herculis 


Last year this shower proved fairly 
active, meteors from Gemini being mode- 
rately plentiful both on the nights of 
December 12 and 13. The display on the 
morning of the 15th, 1934, was rendered 
remarkable by the discovery of a nova, 
which was observed first by Mr. J. P. M. 
Prentice. a member of the British Astrono- 
mical Association. who, while recording 
the progress of the Geminid shower, 
noticed a new star shining brightly in the 
constellation Hercules. which he had never 
seen there before, [t 1s more than fourteen 
years since a bright new star appeared in 
the Northern heavens, and since the morn- 
ing of its discovery nova Herculis has 
been kept under observation at various 
observatories throughout the world when- 
ever opportunity permitted, and the fluc- 
tuations in its waning brightness have 
been duly recorded. Why new stars sud- 
denly blaze up in the sky and after a 
time sink back into invisibility—at least, 
so far as unaided human vision can per- 
coive—is, more or less, a mystery, there 
heing several theories to explain their sud- 
den appearance. |

, LEGISLATION 


In reply to Mr. W. Davin (Labour, Leix; 
Offaly), the MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY 
AND COMMERCE (Mr. Lemass) said that 
the inquiry undertaken for the purpose of 
ascertainig whether the current prices of flour 
were in accordance with the formule recom- 
mended by the Prices Commission had not 
yet been completed. He anticipated that the 
inquiry would be completed at an early date. 

In further reply to Mr. Davin, 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) said that 
legislation relating to bread prices was in 
course of preparation, and would be intro- 
ducéd as soon as possible. Bread prices were 
above the level recommended by the Com- 
mission in only a few districts, but nothing 
could be done to remedy that until the 
necessary legislation was passed. 

Mr. DAVIN asked if the Minister was 
satisfied that he had power under existing 
legislation to enforce the rulings cf the 
Prices Commission.

TEACHING THROUGH IRISH 


In reply to Mr. Dillon (U.I., Donegal), 

The MINISTER FOR EDUCATION (Mr. 
Derrig) said that his attention had been 
drawn to the terms of a resolution stated to 
have been passed at a private meeting of the 
Dublin City Branch of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation. The resolution did 
not suggest to him that there was any 
necessity to set up a Commission to inquire 
into the problem of how best to promote the 
revival of Irish through the schools. 

Mr. DILLON asked was the Minister aware 
that practically everybody interested: in the 
revival of Irish was: now of the opinion that 
the teaching of all subjects through the 
medium of Irish reacted most unfavourably 
on general education, and was caleulated to 
arouse an unjustifiable prejudice against the 
language. Would he set up a committee 
befote which disinterested people might give 
evidence. 

The MINISTER said he was not aware of 
the feeling the deputy spoke of. The pro- 
gramme at present being taught in the 
national schools was prepared as a result of 
the conference which sat in 1926. and went 
very fully into the question. ‘There were 
four representatives of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation on that conference. 

The matter of teaching through the medium 
of Trish had been under constant review by 
the Department of Education; and, further- 
more, no representations had been made to 
him by the Irish National Teachers’ Organ- 
isation on this matter. Had such repre- 
sentations been made they would have been 
inquired into. He was not prepared to 
accept the resolution passed at a private meet- 
ing as to what the national education policy 
should be. 

Mr. DILLON again asked the Minister to 
set up a committee on the assumption that 
all sides of the House were anxious to co- 
operate in promoting the Irish language re- 
vival. There was no desire whatever to 
reflect on the Minister or the conduct of his 
department or on his predecessor. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Labour, Cork) asked 
would parents of children have anything at 
all to say on this matter of teaching through 
the medium of Irish. Had parents no rights 
in the matter? 

Mr. DERRIG said that the deputy should 
have raised this question when the national 
policy in education was being decided on in 
1096. The national policy in regard to the 
Trish language. he said. was that at as early 
a date as possible they should make the Irish 
language the language of the schools and the 
medium of instruction as much as possible. 
He quoted at length from the circular issued 
hy the Department in 1931 outlining the 
Qovernment’s policy with regard to teaching 
o1 Irish in schools. It was recognised by 
those competent to speak on the matter that 
they were going through @ transition period. 
and would be for a Jong time, and he would 
fot stand for a departure from the principle 
laid down of making Irish the language of 
the schools as far as possible. 

Mr. DILLON asked the Minister was he 
aware that there was widespread dissatisfac- 
tion. among parents on this matter. Some 
teachers were trying to instruct children who 
were not competent to receive such instruc- 
tion through the medium of Irish. 

Mr. DERRIG said he could not see that 
parents as a body could decide the matter. 
Hs was in a position of greater knowledge 
and experience than any group, and tise 
parents were always free to make representa. 
tions on this matter to him. Of course, 
parents might be misled by the propaganda 
which had been carried on for many years, 
and still. was being carried on against the 
national policy in regard to Irish. 


GRANTS FOR HOUSES

A vivid account of the crash was given 
by a Tatsfield resident: ‘‘ The machine 
had passed overhead, and I knew that she 
was off her course to Croydon. I should 
imagine that the machine was turning to 
get on to her proper route again, when she 
got into a dive. 

“The next thing I heard was a terrific 
crash. The noise of the ’plane’s engines 
had stopped. School children who were 
two miles away heard the crash.”’ 

By 10 o'clock four bodies had been taken 
to Caterham Mortuary. Rain was falling 
heavily, and a high wind was blowing, to 
add to the desolation of the scene. The 
second body which was taken away was 
that of the wireless operator of the’ plane. 

Among the men who carried the remains 
over the ploughed fields was one of the 
ground staff of Croydon Aerodrome. The 
bodies which have been found are terribly 
mutilated and unrecognisable. 


SIR JOHN CARDEN

AERO ENGINE AND TANK 
DESIGNER 

Sir John Valentine Carden, the sixth 
baronet, lived at Carwarden House, Chob- 
ham road, Camberley, Surrey. He was 
born in February, 1892, the son of the 
fifth baronet, and Sybil, who died in 1911, 
the daughter of the late General Valentine 
Baker Pasha. He succeeded his father in 
1931. Sir John Carden was married to 
Dorothy Mary, daughter of Mr. Charles 
L. McKinnon. They have one son. 

Sir John Carden was a well-known 
engineer and the owner of a private aero- 
plane. Last May it was stated that he 
had designed a remarkable new type of 
light aeroplane engine, which would make 
possible ‘‘the production of the £100 
family aeroplane.”’ 

Sir John was formerly a captain in the 
R.A.S.C. 

The baronetcy, 
created in 1787. 

Sir John Carden's heir is his son John 
Craven, who is only nine years of age. 

Lady Carden was informed of her hns- 
band’s death by telephone by a repre- 
sentative of Imperial Airways. 

Sir John Carden was extremely well- 
known at Heston Airport, where he made 
and designed aero engines which bore his 
name. One of those in close touch with him 
to-night told a reporter :— 

‘“ News that Sir John was in the ’plane 
that crashed was ’phoned to us this even- 
ing. It is a great blow, for Sir John was 
not only brilliant as a technician, but a 
most lovable and popular man. 

“ He was technical director of Vickers- 
Armstrong, and in that capacity he went 
to Brussels on Monday nicht.

“I think I am right in saying that he 
was best known for his work in connection 
with tanks, and I believe also that I am 
equally right in saying that every tank in 
the British Army has really been designed 
by him.

MURDER TRIAL 
COLLAPSE

VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY

The Lisard murder trial, in which four 
men were accused of the murder of Mr. 
Richard More O'Ferrall, collapsed yester- 
day when the jury, without hearing any 
evidence for the defence, brought in a 
verdict of not guilty. 

When Mr. Justice Meredith opened the 
trial the foreman of the jury handed him 
a letter, and, having ot it, he said that 
the jury desired to retire for a few minutes 
and left the bench. The jury then retired, 
but the foreman returned in a few minutes 
and stated that the jury wanted the indict- 
ment. This having been given to him he 
returned to his colleagues, and after an 
absence of about seven minutes the jury 
came back to the jury box, and were about 
to pass down the indictment when Mr. 
Justice Meredith said that it seemed a 
very serious thing to come to a decision 
without hearing the accused men, who 
were to go into the witness box that morn- 
ing. He asked if they had considered that 
aspect of the matter. 

The foreman replied that they had care- 
fully considered the matter, and he then 
handed down the verdict, which the Court 
Registrar read. The verdict was that the 
jury found the accused men not guilty. 
Mr. Justice Meredith then said that he 
was inclined to agree with the decision and 
understood their position. The only link 
in the circumstantial evidence which con- 
nected the accused men in any way with 
the case was the evidence concerning the 
motor car without the tail light. 

While he agreed with the findings of the 
jury, he said that with regard to the 
identification parade he recognised the way 
in which an identification grew in one’s 
mind. No one could question the way in 
which the two ladies had given their 
evidence, the courage they displayed, or 
that they genuinely believed what they 
said. 

The prisoners were discharged, and the 
State entered a nolle prosequt in a con- 
spiracy charge against the prisoners and 
three other men.

MISSING ON MOORS 


THREE WOMEN WHO 
WENT FOR TRAMP

A railway air service machine was 
specially chartered at Barton Airport 
vesterday in an endeavour to locate three 
young women who left their homes in 
Salford on Sunday for a tramp on the 
Yorkshire moors, and who have not been 
heard of since. The women are Edna 
Connolly (21), Pauline Preston (20),” and 
Elsie Rowlands. 

It is believed that the three women had 
arranged to meet three others whose names 
are not at present known, and it is possible 
that the six may be missing, 

Farmers and police, helped by moor 
wardens, searched for the women over a 
wide expanse of lonely moorland between 
Rochdale and Huddersfield. The area, 
which extends ten miles in width and 
between twenty and thirty miles from 
north to south, is on the boundary of 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. 

There has been heavy fog over the moors, 
and it was feared that the women had lost 
their way. The area where it is thought 
they are lost is covered by three moors— 
the Isle of Skye (near Huddersfield), 
Ripponden, and Todmorden moors, There 
are few cottages on the moors where they 
could have taken refuge. 

Captain J. E. D. Scott, the pilot of 
the aeroplane, told a reporter on his 
return to Barton Airport: ‘‘ We had 
about an hour’s search over the moors, 
but we did not see a,soul, although we 
were flying low.” I do not think there is. 
much possibility of a Fr search by 
‘plane, as any fire that the girls might 
light could be seen as easily by a pedestrian 
search party.”

ROUGH a series of four divisions, 

contested almost by the full voting 
strength of al] parties, the Land Purchase 
Bill reached its final stage in the Dail 
yesterday. The Opposition amendment, 
aimed at the retrospective effect of the 
bill, was defeated by 70 to 64, the first 
and second sections of the bill were passed 
by the same figure, and the motion that 
the bill be received for final consideration 
was passed by 70 to 65. The Government 
Whip had failed to gather in only seven 
members of the Fianna Fail Party. 


Deputy Brennan made rather an in- 
effectual opening speech for the Opposi- 
tion, finishing up with the following im- 
probable statement: ‘‘ I’m sure if the 
Minister considers the position of the local 
authorities he will not enforce the retro- 
spective effect of the bill.’’ There was a 
long and indifferent pause, until the 
Minister for Finance asked if he could be 
told the purpose of the amendment. “' Let 
us hear something from the Minister,” 
said Deputy Morrissey. There was another 
uncertain pause. ‘I think you might 
have a go at them, Minister,” said Deputy 
Hugo Flinn, with the air of one who had 
made a close examination of the position ; 
and within five minutes the House was 
plunged into a pandemonium of interrup- 
tion and vituperation that persisted until 
about eight o’clock in the evening. Mr. 
MacEntee made sure of irritating a 
number of deputies personally by reading 
out to them in round figures how far in 
arrears their constituencies were with 
their payment of annuities ; and he did it 
with such relish that Deputy Davin was 
moved to-inquire if the Minister was in 
order in laughing at his own speech. 
Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney later described 
the Minister in this period as ‘‘a Jane 
Austen young lady with a fit of the 
vapours.”’ 


SOMETIMES GLORIOUS . 


The Attorney-General was the only 
(Jovernment speaker really to deal with 
the terms of the bill, and he was more 
hesitatingly and ineffectually conscientious 
than ever. When Deputy O’Higgins, 
following him, spoke of his ‘“ ashamed 
and apologetic tones,’’ Mr. Maguire turned 
perceptibly redder and hid most of his 
face in his hand. Deputy O’Higgins, 
together with Deputy Morrissey, made a 
speech compelling in its gravity and 
sincerity. Emphasising the importance of 
national respect for the law, he said: 
“ The history of this State is interwoven 
with lawlessness, sometimes’ glorious, 
always glorifiel’’; and spoke ominously of 
““a precedent that will be used and abused 
long after you and I are gone and for- 
gotten.”’ 

Deputy Morrissey at last gave his fine 
voice full play, and, in place of his more 
usual bantering attack, delivered a really 
passionate indictment of a Government 
that had brought utter ruin to the local 
authorities of the country by the ignorance 
and cruelty of their policy. A number of 
Government back-benchers, never before 
known to speak, erupted into furious anger 
beneath the lash of that powerful, but 
musical, voice, 


RE-ENTER DEPUTY FLINN 


Once again the Government recited legis- 
lation passed by the previous Administra- 
tion giving precedent for retrospective acts ; 
once again they condemned the “‘ dishonest 
farmer ” who refused to pay his annuities ; 
and once again they wanted to know where 
the money was to come from if the local 
authorities were allowed to disregard their 
obligations. Deputy Hugo Flinn, after a 
long, long silence, returned, water caraffe 
and all, to entertain the House, and in a 
speech filled with sinister whispers and 
carefully-timed crescendos, covered the 
entire position many times over. The 
attitude of the Labour Party puzzled him. 
He tried to be “ nice and kind’’ to Deputy 
Davin, and to help Deputy Davin to find 
out what he (Deputy Davin) thought he 
was doing. He read extracts from various 
speeches of the Labour member’s, and 
then, including the whole House in his 
analysis with many a ‘‘Let us assume 
then’s,’’ laid Deputy Davin bare as a man 
in a slough of bewilderment. 

Deputy Davin, however, seemed to have 
little doubt as to his own purpose. In the 
course of an amazingly resonant and rapid 
speech, with whirling arms and flying 
fists, Deputy Davin established for all 
time the independence of the Labour 
Party, outlined the Government’s debt to 
the Labour Party, and pictured in 
brilliant detail just what the Labour 
Party would do in any. given 
circumstance. Deputy Davin, while mak- 
ing a speech, never is noticeably conser- 
vative, but yesterday he revealed a wild 
emotion that was impressive in its utter 
abandon. Another speaker to strike an 
inordinately heavy blow for truth and 
beauty was Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney. 
“ There is a very simple question before 
the House,” he began. ‘‘ Do you stand 
for embezzlement or not?’’ Cheers arose 
from the Government side. ‘‘ The Govern- 
ment is asking for leave,’’ continued 
Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney, more confident 
than ever, ‘‘to embezzle the funds of the 
local authorities.’* Then he got on to the 
civil war, and the matter of “ traitors and 
treachery ”; and thereby he stirred 
Deputy MacDermot, near the end of the 
debate, to deplore such violence. ‘‘ Let us 
cry of traitors and treachery when the 
time comes,’’ was Deputy MacDermot’s 
contention. While Fine Gael and Inde- 
gs laughed and joked in the division 
obby Deputy MacDermot sat lonely in his 
Independent seat. Attacking Fianna Fail, 
Labour and Fine Gael, he has chosen a 
solitary path; but a political conscience 
is a merciless tyrant.

é Beas following statement by the Minister 
for Education was issued by the 
Bureau last 


Government Information 
evening :— 

“ Owing to a recent fall in the number 
of children attending national schools in 
certain areas, particularly in the South 
and West, the position of the assistant 
teachers and junior assistant mistresses 
in such schools has been placed in 
jeopardy and, in many instances, they 
have lost their positions under the opera- 
tion of the rule which requires a minimum 
number of pupils in average attendance 
as a condition of payment of salary by 
the Department. The Minister for Educa- 
tion has given careful consideration to 
representations made to him by the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, and, 
after a full investigation of all the facts, 
he has satisfied himself that there are 
cases of genuine hardship and that the 
existing rule should be modified. 

“The. present regulation is that salary 
is withdrawn from an assistant or junior 
assistant mistress after two successive 
quarters in which the average attendance 
of pupils has failed to reach the required 
minimum, unless it can be shown that, 
but for an outbreak of epidemic sickness 
or other exceptional cause, the average 
would have been sufficient, in which case 
salary may be continued for a further 
period not exceeding two quarters. The 
Minister for Education, with the con- 
currence of the Minister for Finance, has 
now sanctioned a modification of this rule 
so as to allow of continuance of salary 
for four successive quarters of insufficient 
average attendance of per irrespective 
of the cause of the decline in the attend- 
ance. ‘This change will operate retro- 
spectively as from 1st January, 1935. 

‘This concession should go a long way 
towards remedying the grievances of the 
teachers in this matter, following, as it 
does, on the recent decision under which 
a teacher with at least ten years’ service, 
who would lose his or her position under 
the average attendance regulations, is 
given a “ period of grace” of from nine 
months to eighteen months, according to 
length of service, beyond the date on which 
salary would otherwise be withdrawn, and 
is thus afforded ample time in which to 
look around for a position in another 
school.”’

A BASIS FOR 
DISCUSSION

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes:—The anxiety which showed 
itself in the House of Commons ~ on 
Monday evening—after a meeting of the 
Cabinet which avowedly had the Paris 
talks under consideration—was not at all 
unnatural. It was an anxiety which was 
widespread outside the House, and, indeed, 
far outside this country. Nor can any 
exception be taken to the impulse which 
moved the Opposition to question the 
Prime Minister on the subject yesterday, 
and to raise a debate when the opportunity 
came. | 

After referring to the statements by 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Eden in the 
House of Commons yesterday, The Times 
proceeds :—As it now stands, the situation 
seems to be that certain modifications in 
the tentative agreement reached by Sir 
Samuel Hoare and M. Laval have been 
suggested by the British Government and 
accepted by the French. These modifica- 
tions are apparently concerned mainly 
to ensure that there is complete equality 
as between the belligerents in considering 
the proposals, and that no contingent con- 
ditions with regard to the postponement 
of sanctions is attached to them. That 
being agreed to, the proposed basis for 
peace negotiations has. now been for- 
warded to the three parties, and 
the further developments will  de- 
pend upon the view which they 
take of it. Apparently M. Laval’s 
original idea was that it should go 
first to Signor Mussolini alone, who 1s 
certainly not unaware of its terms, but 
this was wisely dropped. Such ea partial 
method of procedure would have prejudiced 
any negotiations from the beginning. 

Meanwhile nothing is to be gained for 
the moment by discussing the various 
versions which have been given of the 
proposals themselves, especially in view of 
the assurance that the only published 
versions still contain inaccuracies. It 
may, however, be said again that there is 
no objection in itself to an exchange of 
territory, always provided that it gives 
comparable advantages to both sides.

Attlee (Leader of the Opposition) asked 

the Prime Minister whether, beíore any 
further action was taken, the House would be 
informéd of the nature of the proposals for 
a settlement of the Italo-Abyssinian war to 
which the Government was committed? 

Mr. Baldwin—-As the House is aware, the 
Committee of Co-ordination at Geneva has 
approved of negotiations between the French 
and United Kingdom Governments in an 
attempt to find a basis for the settlement of 
the Italo-Abyssinian dispute. Such a basis 
will, of course, have to be submitted for the 
views of the parties concerned. The Foreign 
Secretary (Sir Samuel Hoare) in passing 
through Paris had conversations on this sub- 
ject on Saturday and Sunday with M. Laval, 
and certain proposals, both as to substance 
and procedure, were discussed between them. 
No suggested basis has at present been sub- 
mitted for the views of either Italy or Abys- 
sinia, and it would clearly be premature 
to make a statement on the subject at pre- 
sent. 

Mr. Attlee—Are these proposals which have 
been approved by the Foreign Secretary sub- 
stantially those which have already appeared in 
the foreign Press and in our Press, and are 
they considered to be in line with the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Baldwin—I have not myself examined 
the Press report. There has quite obviously 
been a leakage in France, which has made a 
very difficult and delicate matter tnconspar-. 
ably more difficult and delicate. But I am told 
by those who have studied both the original 
proposals and the Press reports that there are 
considerable differences in matters of sub- 
stance. Perhaps, that answers the question. 

Replying to Mr. Attlee’s suggestion that, 
in view of the leakage, the House should be 
put in possession of the actual facts, Mr.

This evening's 
swift agreement is held to be the first 
tangible result of a pact of solidarity. 

Earlier to-day M. Laval informed the 
Cabinet that he is leaving for Geneva to- 
morrow night. He gave his colleagues ex- 
planations of the proposals made with Sir 
Samuel Hoare for settling the Italo- 
Abyssinian conflict. 


DOMINIONS CONSULTED 
LONDON, Tuesday. 


Reuter understands that Cabinet dis- 
cussions on the tentative peace plan have 
reached a stage at which it is considered 
desirable to consult the Dominions. 

The Dominion High Commissioners— 
Mr. 8S. M. Bruce (Australia), Mr. te 
Water (South Africa), Mr. Vincent 
Massey (Canada), Sir James Parr (New 
Zealand) and Mr. Dulanty (Irish Free 
State)—met at the Foreign Office at four 
o’clock this afternoon, where they saw Mr. 
Eden. 

Their talk, Reuter understands, centred 
on the formule for settlement of the 
Abyssinian war, now before the Cabinet. 


ROME UNEASY 
Satisfaction that agreement has been 
reached between Great Britain and France 
on the peace proposals is tempered by a 
certain uneasiness over the possible 
implications of Mr. Eden’s speech, says a 
Rome telegram.

LABOUR PARTY DEBATE 
IN DUBLIN 


_ Opening a debate on the teaching of Irish 
in the primary schools at a meeting of the 
Dublin (North-East) Branch of the Irish 
Labour Party at 29 Eden quay, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. P. J. Quinn advocated the setting 
up of a committee to investigate the >osition 
of Irish in the schools at the moment, and to 
change the system if necessary, 

The parents wanted to know what exactly 
was the language policy of the Government. 
The official school programme prohibited the 
introduction of English until the second stan- 
dard is reached, but, at the same time, re- 
quired as much knowledge of English in the 
senior standards as before Irish was intro- 
duced at all. The huge majority of the 
parents were the workers who are either 
unemployed or struggling on wages that can 
only provide the bare necessities of life. 
These workers are becoming suspicious that, 
under the guise of patriotism, their children 
are being deprived of a sound education in 
fundamental subjects such as mathematics, 


wealthy classes may have a monopoly of all 
well-paid .positions. 

Mr. M. McCarthy said that he held that 
the type of education which the workers’ 
children received in the schools was not the 
kind which would broaden their minds. The 
whole basis of education was capitalistic and 
was designed to mould another generation of 
slaves. 

Master F. Purcell said that, speaking as a 
pupil, he could say that he expressed things 
and wrote things in Irish, but he thought in 
English. He suggested that the movement 
should be more gradual, 

Miss M. O'Donnell advocated compulsory 
Trish for all citizens up to 60 years of age. 

Senator T. Johnson said that the teachers’ 

sition was a factor which must be taken 
into account in discussing the language re- 
vival. He was afraid, from all he had heard 
and read, that there was a reaction against 
Irish on the past of the parents and the 
children because of the fact that many 
teachers were working under the difficulty 
that they were not competent to make the 
subject interesting to the children. 

Mr. Archie Heron sad@ that he, for one, 
was not prepared to save the Irish language 
in the shortest possible time at the expense 
of general education. ; 

Mr. J. Dixon said. that there was no 
foundation for the suggestion that the 
teachers were imcompétent simply because 
they had not a working knowledge of the 
language when it was first made compulsory. 
The same argument. could be used against a 
perfectly good tradesman who had to get 
knowledge of a new process when it was 
introdveed into his trade. i 

Mr. Michael Mackin said that he believed 
that one of the best ways to revive Trish 
was through the schools.

RANSPORT and supply are the major 


problems at present worrying both the: 


Italian and Abyssinian Army Commands. 

Little is heard of sanctions—in Eritrea, 
because the news is bottled up; in Abys- 
sinia, because very little news reaches 
there. 

The question of supplies has become so 
acute in Abyssinia that a Quartermaster- 
General has been appointed to organise a 
Commissariat. The country, where vast 
bodies of men have been almost stationary 
for months, has been eaten bare. In the 
west country, virtually bare of men, there 
is a glut of foodstuffs. 

The new Quartermaster-General will 
tackle the task of getting this abundance 
to the fronts. 

On the Italian side Press Association 
reports show that Marshal Badoglio is 
making the co-ordination of supply and 
transport services his main task before 
launching a new offensive. : 


WHEAT SUPPLIES 


The new Quartermaster-General, Dedjas- 
match Wolde Manuel, has lost no time in 
getting down to his job. Huge quantities 
of wheat already have been brought up by 
the State, and offers of free transport have 
been made by farmers. These supplies 
will have to be carried over a hundred 
miles to the mills or State warehouses. 

The millers, the majortiy of whom are 
Greeks, have agreed to aid the national 
defence by making no charge for milling. 
According to well-informed circles reserve 
supplies for several months have been 
already distributed on the various fronts. 


AMBULANCE COLUMN

The above ia an extract from Mr. .L.. J. 
Duffy’s letter im to-day’s issue. It should 
be read as a personal opinion, not as an 
authoritative . statement of Labour Party 
policy on this —— ive 

Possibly, on reflection Mr. Duffy would 
amend the statement so as to make it 
applicable only to enactments framed specific- 
ally to amend the Constitution. Read with 
that meaning, I agree with the statement— 
the Courts cannot pronounce as unconstitu- 
tional the Constitution ! 

If, on the other hand, the statement is to 
be read without reservation, as applicable to 
any law; if the Courts were debarred from 
considering whether or not any Act is or is 
not Constitutional, then there would be no 
Constitution, no fundamental law. The 
Legislature, two houses or one, might pass 
any bill in a single sitting with as little con- 
sideration as a party conference sometimes 
gives to an important resolution! However 
great a change from established usage a 
measure might make, however serious a 
deprivation of personal liberty, the citizens 
would have no redress except through 
revolt. 

There are arguments in favour of abandon- 
ing Constitutional protection that might be 
worth discussion, of trusting to the day-to- 
day good sense of an elected Parliament; but 
so far such a proposition has had no public 
advocacy, and I fancy at the present stage 
of our political development it would find 
few serious advocates. 

Before approving of the revocation of a 
written Constitution, the public would do 
well to insist upon the procedure of the 
House (or Houses) of the Legislature being 
so regulated as to prevent a bill being en- 
acted until it has had full publicity and time 
given to enable public opinion to be formu- 
lated. FA. i 
It may be said that restrictions of this 
nature would, in effect, be a Constitutional 
barrier against rapid action by a Government 
bent on beneficient social changes of a 
radical character; that such a Government 
would probably. be opposed by reactionary 
forces determined by devious devices to 
frustrate its efforts. That is, no doubt, true. 
On the other hand, we are more likely to 
have experience of reactionary Governments 


than revolutionary ones, and it is reactionary

" A RACIAL PROBLEM” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Lady Dunally’s letter in a recent issue 
of your paper showed deeper and clearer 
thinking than is usual in this country. 

1 can endorse what she says about the more 
progressive and energetic elements in our 
people seeking spheres of more ample oppor- 
tunity than exists here. A neighbour of mine, 
a working farmer of much more education and 
knowledge of the world than most of his 
class, recently sold his farm and went to 
England with the intention of renting a farm 
there. He said to me: “ Í must go where | 
can sell what I produce, even if the price be 
low; and I am going whilst Í have some 
money Jeft.’’ ; 

Young feilows of the workingclass are con- 
stantly coming to me to ask if I could possibly 
find them any sort of job in England or any- 
where else, outside the Free State. They are 
willing to enlist in. the British Army: to go 
anywhere and do anything. They all say the 
same thing—there is no chance for us here. 
They see ahead of them no likelihood of 
regular and decently paid employment, and 
they want opportunity. I have noticed that 
these lads are above the average of their 
fellows in physique and intelligence. 

There is an aspect of the Government s 
activity in promoting . so-called industries 
which I have net seen mentioned. Sooner or 
later this dispute over the annuities will have 


to be settled. England can stand a century of 


it; to the average citizen it bas never made 
the slightest difference. But itis fast drain- 


no matter how it is settled, it has taken. 
us tor ever the privileged position we enjoy 
in the British market. 

Now there is much foolish talk of 
““England's bullying ways, oí her “ penal 
duties,” and so forth. But why is a duty of 
40 per cent. on Irish produce * penal ” and 


a duty of 75 per cent. on British produce right 


and natural? © And, when the settlement 
comes, we are going to be met with the plain 
statement, ‘! if we admit your produce free of 
duty, you will have to admit ours.”’ 

An industry that can only live if sheltered 
behind a heavy duty has no inherent vitality, 
and will collapse like a pricked balloon when 
it meets real competition. In any case, in the 
nature of things, the Irish manufacturer 1s 
going to sell at the highest price he can get, 
which will be a little below that of the im- 
ported article, plus the duty. . And tho 
impoverished people will have to pay. 

Now what is going to become of all this 
capital invested in these industries when the 
settlement comes? It appears to me that 
most of it will be lost. What are these 
** industries ”’? 

Take the question of sewing thread. Ii is 
not going to be manufactured here, in spite 
of all the talk about the Westport factory. 
It is apparently only going to be wound on 
to spools. ‘The thread is to be imported and 
the spools are to be imported, and the one 
insignificant and final operation is to be 
carried out at Westport. The amount spent 
here in wages will be very small, indeed 
And yet the whole of the country is to pay an 
increased price for its thread in order that a 
few girls may be employed and an English 
company may make money. Razor blades aro 
imported with only the final polishing to be 
done here, and are sold as Irish-made blades. 
Hats are to be manufactured here. A man 
asked me if it would be a sound investment 
to put. money into a hat factory. Investigation 
revealed the fact that the hat in the rough— 
there is a technical word for it which I have 
forgotten—the leather lining, the ribbon and 
the binding were all to be imported, and 
even the silk thread with which to sew them 
together. A few girls were to be employed 
to do the sewing, and their emplovers were 
to be helped to make money by a duty of 
25 per cent. on imported finished hats. 

Some day the country will waken up to the 
fact that we are governed by a number of 
incompetent. and unpractical theorists, who 
mistake hatred of England for love of Ireland. 
and who have not the knowledge or the mental 
ability to think out logically what the result 
of their ill-conceived and _hare-brained 
schemes will be. But what can you expect 
from a set of people who decree that the 
education of the rising generation is to be 
carried on through the medium of a language 
which the teachers do not know and the 
taught cannot understang ?—Yours, etc.,

LONDON NAVAL 
CONFERENCE

CRITICAL SITUATION 
aw 


A critical situation faces the London 
Naval Conference when it re-assembles 
to-day to continue the general discussion 
of the several delegations’ views. Yester- 
day the quantitative limitation issue was 
raised in the Conference ‘by the British 
delegation, and was brought rapidly te a 
head by the Japanese delegation’s claim 
for parity. At today's meeting the 
Japanese will be given an opportunity of 
explaining their parity demand in detail, 
and of answering some of the questions 
that were provoked by their statement 
yesterday. 

Expert commentators at the moment are 
extremely doubtful of the possibility of 
evolving any formula which will reconcile 
the views of Japan with those of Britain 
and the United States. Unless, therefore, 
Japan is prepared for some compromise, 
it looks as if the Conference is in jeopardy, 
so far as Japan is concerned. 

The British delegation’s statement on 
quantitative limitation at yesterday's 
meeting is understood to have been a 
suggestion to prolong the principles of the 
Washington and London Naval Treaties, 
“with such modifications and adjustments 
as are expedient and necessary on account 
of the altered international circumstances 
and the needs of individual Powers.’’ The 
British delegation also repeated its sugges- 
tions for the abolition of submarines. 

Mr. Norman Davis, who followed, re- 
peated the American desire for a twenty 
per cent. all-round reduction, and said 
that the United States delegation was 

‘ ready to explore any reasonable proposi- 
tion.’’ He stated the case for maintaining 
the present Treaties, which, he said, had 
been successful for the past thirteen years. 

Japan’s blunt demand for equality was 


then reiterated. At once a string of ques- 
tions came from the other delegations. The 
Japanese were asked what Japan meant 
by her claim for a common upper limit, 
and whether it covered all navies, in- 
cluding that of Russia? 

It is understood that the Japanese asked 
for an opportunity to explain their parity 
demand in detail, and that they will have 
the floor during most of to-day’s meeting. 

Vice-Admiral Robert, of the French 
delegation, speaking for the French, sug- 
gested total tonnage limitation, a proposal 
which, if assured of Japanese support, 
will be opposed by both the United States 
and Britain.

THE SKELETON FOUND 
IN 1928

The excavation of Kilreany Cave, County 
Waterford, was the subject of a Eas read 
last night by Mr. Liam Price before the 
Royal Society of Antiquaries of Ireland, on 
behalf of Mr, Hallam L. Movius. 

The paper gave an account of the excava- 
tion of the cave by the Harvard Archeological 
Expedition in the the summer of 1954, under 
the supervision of Mr, Movius, assisted by 
Mr. Frederick T, Riley, of Trinity College, 
Dublin. The work was carried out as one 
of the minor relief schemes under the control 
of the Board of Works. Part of this cave 
had been excavated in 1928 by the University 
et Bristol Speleological Society, and a 
skeleton had been found resting on a 
stalagmite floor, which, on the Sadia of 
remains of extinct animals which were found 
with it, was claimed to belong to the late 
Paleolithic epoch. ' As no remains of 
Paleolithic man had previously been found 
in Ireland it was important to investigate 
this matter further. 


The paper shewed that the deposits in the 


cave were mixed up in a state of confgsion,’ 
due gipielty to the action of water flooding |. 


in below, and that reimains of extinct 
animals, such as the Irish elk, were found 
mixed with those of domestic animals and 
objects of Bronze Age date; and, in the 
auther’s opinion, the skeleton found in 1928 
could not be attributed to the late Paleolithic 
period, but was more probably Neolithic in 
date.

CHIEF TSHEKEDI WINS A

Tshekedi Khama, acting Chief of the 
Bamangwato tribe, has gained a point in 
his fight against two proclamations, 
Ea re aly by the Administration, which, 
te claims, cut right across the laws and 
customs of Bechuanaland tribes. 

Colonel C. F. Rey, Resident Commis- 
sioner for Bechuanaland, to-day said that 
he was prepared to grant Tshekedi leave 
to institute a suit against the High Com- 
missioner for the native territories, Sir 
William Clark, contesting the legality of 
the proclamations. The Resident Commis- 
sioner, however, made it clear that he 
expressed no views. whatsoever as to the 
competence of the Bechuanaland Special 
Court to hear the case, nor as to the merits 
of the case in its legal aspects. : 

Tshekedi seeks Fáis to declare the 
proclamations ultra vires, inasmuch as 
they do not respect native Jaws. and 
customs, and impose duties on native chiefs 
which they cannot possibly carry out. He 
asserts that both proclamations are void 
betause of their uncertainty and unreason- 
ableness, and alleges that the proclama- 
tions take away the powers of jurisdiction 
of native chiefs, which were especially 
preserved to them by virtue of a verbal 
treaty entered into by Sir Charles Warren 
in the time of Queen Victoria. 

Tshekedi petitioned the King in May. 
1955, asking him to use his prerogative 
to disallow the proclamations. ”- The 
Secretary of ‘State for Doniinions (Mr.

Grief-stricken’ women and children 
waited all night at, the pit-head gates for 
the removal at dawn of the bodies of the 
sixteen men. 

The cause of the explosion is not 
definitely known. According to one theory 
electric sparks from the telephone circuit 
ignited so.*e gas. Another view attributes 
it to sponta..ecous combustion. This is the 
first disaster in the history of the Leth- 
bridge coalfields.

CAIRO, Tuesday. 

Renewed demonstrations this morning 
by girl students, who took the lead in 
yesterday’s disturbances, have caused the 
Government to order the closing of al! 
girls’ schools until December 14th. In 
addition, a number of boys’ schools in 
Cairo, Tantah and Minia have been closed 
for the same period. 

This morning King Fuad granted an 
audience to Sir Miles Lampson, the 
British High Commissioner. It is believed 
possible that this interview may have been 
connected with the announcement by 
Nahas Pasha, the Nationalist leader, that 
he has invited all parties to go “ 
body” to the King and request th 
immediate restoration of the Constitu- 
tion.

plain flour, 5 oz. chopped almonds, } os. 
mized spice, 2 level teaspoonfuls ROYAL

INJURED GETTING OFF 
"BUS 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY.) 


Thomas Canavan, Ballybough Cottages, 
Fairview, sued the Dublin Tramways Com- 
pany for £500 damages for compensation for 
injuries. 

r. M. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Franks and Qulton) appeared for the 
plaintiif. 

Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by Messrs. 
G. Byrne and Co.) appeared for the defence. 
The plaintiii stated that the ‘bus from 
which he was descending started before he 
had reached the ground. He was confined 
to Jervis Street Hospital for fifteen weeks, 
and after leavimg the hospital he walked on 
crutches for five weeks, and since then he 
walked with the aid of a stick. He had not 
done any work since. He owed the hospital 
£31 10s., and he lost £2 a week in earnings 
since the accident. He incurred medical ex- 
penses, and his clothes were spoiled. 

Medical evidence was to the effect that the 
plaintiff was unfit to do the work he had 
been doing. 

Robert Gregory, driver of the ‘bus, stated 
that as he approached Fairview Corner he 
slowed down and stopped. He got no bell to 
start, and he went round to see the cause of 
the delay, and he saw the man on _ the 
ground. He got no bell-to start. 

Colm Niall, the conductor, said that he 
did not give any signal to the driver to go on. 
The plaintiff stepped off on the wrong foot, 
and as a result he fell to the ground. 

Miss Annie Doyle, a passenger, stated that 
when the man left the "bus was in motion. 
The jury found a verdict for the defendant 
company, and recommended the plaintiff to 
the kind consideration of the company.
